REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully request reconsideration in view of the amendment and following 
remarks. The applicant has amended claims 2, 5-7, 9, 10, 14 and 18 -20 by changing the 
dependency from claim 1 to claim 22. The applicant has amended claim 22 to "consisting of* 
language which is closed language. Support for newly added claim 24 can be found in the 

specification at page 12. 

It is noted that claim 20 is also withdrawn. However, the applicant believes that if claim 
22 is found allowable, then the wilhdrawn claims 20 and 21 would also be allowable for at least 
the sa me reasons claim 22 is allowable. Claims 20 and 21 are claims that use the fiber of claim 
22. If the fiber is allowable the use of the fiber would have to be allowable. Therefore, the 
applicant respectfully requests that the restriction requirement be withdrawn once the claims 
have been determined allowable. 

Claims 1-10 and 14-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Okada et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,589,643 ("Okada") for the reasons of record set forth in the Office 
action mailed 3/21/05. The applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. 

The applicant has amended its independent claim 22 to use "consisting of language. 
The applicant still believes that the piezoelectric material used in the Okada is not electrically 
conductive. In the instant invention, electrically conductive particles are added to the fiber to 
increase the electrical conductivity of said fiber. This effect cannot be obtained by adding 
piezoelectric material to a fiber. Furthermore, the materials added to the fibers of this invention 
do no show a piezoelectric effect (change of dimension when electrical energy is applied or vice 
versa). Thus, the fibers claimed in this patent application and the materials disclosed in the 
Okada reference differ materially. Since the applicant uses "consisting of language this would 
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exclude the pie^elecHic material used in the Okada. For the above reasons, this rejection 

should be withdrawn. 

In view of the above amendment, applicant believes the pending application is in 

condition for allowance.
